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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d). 
The certified copy has been filed in parent Application No. PCT/JP04/1 7 1 64, filed on November 1 8, 
2004. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings were received on October 14, 2005. These drawings are hereby approved. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 3, 6, 9, and 10 arc rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, and are written in a generally run-on fashion, 
thus failing to conform with current U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English 
fi-om a foreign document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. In particular, the 
limitations "wherein the fixed direction is a vertical blow-out direction of the air that is a direction of 

substantially a middle of a range by which each of said horizontal flaps vertically regulate the wind 
direction of the air current blown out from each of said main outlets" in each of claims 3 and 6 are 
generally incomprehensible as written, thus rendering indefinite these claims as well as claims 9 and 10 
depending therefi-om. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubUc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JPH04-64041 (made 

of record via IDS). 

JPH04-6404 1 discloses an air conditioner provided in a ceiling of an room, comprising, for 
example: a casing having a lower part including an alternating sequence of side parts and comer parts; 
main outlets 4 along each of said side parts with horizontal flaps 12 rotatably supported about 
longitudinal axes of the main outlets; auxiliary outlets 21 disposed at in least one of said four comer parts, 
with each of the auxiliary outlets 21 having an opening area that is less than an opening area of said main 
outlets 4 as shown in Figure 1; and, an inlet 1 1 surrounded by all of said side parts. 

The reference thus reads on the claims. 

7. The non-application of prior art against claims 3, 6, 9, and 10 at this time should not be constmed 
as an indicator of allowable subject matter in the claims but rather as an indicator of the extent of the 
indefiniteness of these claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 4, 5, 7, and 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

9. The additional prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
